ALPHABETICAL  LIST  OF  ARTISTS 

EXAMPLES  OF  WHOSE  WORKS  ARE 
COMPRISED  IN  THIS  COLLECTION 

AUGUSTIN  (JEAN  BAPTISTE  JACQUES).  Born  at  Saint 
Die  in  1759.  Died  in  Paris  in  1832.  Came  to  Paris  in  1781, 
without  any  money,  and  friendlefs.  Firft  exhibited  at  the  Salon 
in  1791,  and  loon  became  famous.  He  worked  in  enamel  as  well 
as  on  ivory.  His  portraits  of  Calamard  the  fculptor,  Madame 
Recamier,  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  and  many  members  of  the 
Imperial  family,  placed  him  in  the  firft  rank  of  contemporary 
miniaturifts.  In  1819  he  was  appointed  chief  miniaturift  to  the 
Royal  Family.  He  educated  many  pupils  who  became  famous; 
chief  amongft  them  was  Madame  de  Mirbel. 

BARROIS  (JEAN  PIERRE  FREDERIC).  Born  in  Paris  in 
1786.  Pupil  of  Fontalrard  and  Herfent.  He  painted  many  por¬ 
traits  of  celebrated  people,  and  was  an  exhibitor  from  1806. 

BELL  (RUDOLPHE).  Born  at  Parerne  in  Switzerland.  Painted 
chiefly  in  Paris,  where  he  was  a  pupil  of  Jean  Baptifte  Ifabey. 

CAMPANA  (ADOLPHE  F.).  Born  in  Paris  in  1743.  He 


pradtifed  miniature  painting  during  the  reigns  of  Louis  XV  and 
XVI,  and  was  alfo  appointed  painter  to  Queen  Marie  Antoinette. 

DUBOIS.  A  miniature  painter  during  the  time  of  Louis  XVI. 
He  painted  the  portraits  of  many  celebrated  perfonages. 

DUMONT  (FRANQOIS).  Born  at  Lundville  in  1751.  Pupil 
of  Girardet.  Painted  in  oil  and  miniature,  and  became  Member 
of  the  French  Academy  in  1788.  He  painted  the  whole  of  the 
Royal  Family,  and  commenced  a  feries  of  miniature  portraits  of 
the  celebrated  artifts  of  his  time. 

FUGER  (FRIEDRICH  HEINRICH).  1751-1818.  Studied 
in  Rome.  He  pradtifed  miniature  painting  largely,  and  was 
called  the  “  Cofway  ”  of  Vienna.  He  entered  the  fervice  of  Marie 
Therefe,  and  became  Vice-Diredtor  of  the  Vienna  Academy  in  1 784. 

FRAGONARD  (JEAN  HONORE).  Born  at  GrafTe  in  1733. 
Pupil  of  Chardin  and  Boucher.  Obtained  the  Grand  Prix  de 
Rome  in  1752.  He  fludied  in  Rome,  and  was  admitted  into  the 
French  Academy  in  1765.  Died  in  Paris,  1806. 

GUERIN  (JEAN).  Born  at  Strafbourg  in  1760 :  died  at  Obernais 
in  1836.  This  clever  artift  began  his  profeffional  life  as  a  pupil  of 
David.  In  1789  he  undertook  a  feries  of  portraits  of  the  Deputies 
of  the  National  Alfembly.  As  a  Member  of  the  National  Guard 
he  defended  the  Royal  Family  at  the  rifk  of  his  life  on  the  20th 
June,  1792,  when  the  furious  mob  broke  into  the  Tuileries. 
Obliged  to  leave  Paris,  he  fled  to  Strafbourg,  where  General  Defaix 
befriended  him,  and  after  the  ceffation  of  the  Reign  of  Terror, 
facilitated  his  return  to  Paris.  He  then  painted  a  feries  of  portraits

of  the  Generals  of  the  Republic,  and  in  1812  produced  the  large 
miniature  of  the  Emperor  on  vellum,  engraved  by  Roger.  In  1833 
he  retired  to  Obernais  in  Alface,  where  he  died  at  the  age  of  76. 

GARRIOT.  A  miniature  painter  during  the  time  of  Louis  XVI. 

HALL  (PIERRE  ADOLPHE).  Born  at  Stockholm  in  1736. 
A  pupil  of  Eckhardt  and  Reichart.  He  fettled  in  Paris,  and 
exhibited  at  the  Salon  from  1769  to  1789.  He  became  one  of  the 
moft  fafhionable  miniaturifts  of  the  day,  and  was  called  the  Van 
Dyck  of  miniature  painters. 

ISABEY  (JEAN  BAPTISTE).  Born  at  Nancy.  1767-1855.  A 
pupil  of  Girardet,  Dumont,  and  David.  He  was  on  terms  of  great 
intimacy  with  Napoleon,  both  as  Firft  Conful  and  Emperor,  and 
refided  at  the  Tuilleries.  Talleyrand  fent  him  to  paint  the  portraits 
of  the  plenipotentiaries  at  the  Congrefs  of  Vienna  in  1814.  He  is 
faid  to  have  painted  almoll  every  Sovereign,  and  moft  of  the  dif- 
tinguifhed  perfonages  of  Europe. 

JACQUES  (NICOLAS).  1789-1844.  Studied  in  the  fchool  ot 
David,  alfo  under  Ifabey.  Court  painter  to  the  Orleans  family  ;  he 
alfo  painted  the  Emprefs  Jofephine  and  her  family.  Exhibited 
in  Paris  from  1804-1840. 

JURINY  (MADAME  DE).  A  miniature  painter  during  the 
reign  of  Louis  XVI,  whofe  works  are  extremely  rare. 

LE  SAGE  (P.).  He  ftudied  in  the  School  of  Girardet,  and  after¬ 
wards  fettled  in  Holland.

LEBRUN  (MARIE  LOUISE  ELIZABETH  VIGEE).  1755- 
1842.  Married  S.  P.  Lebrun,  nephew  of  Charles  Lebrun.  A  pupil 
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of  Briard  and  Jofeph  Vernet.  Vifited  and  painted  at  many  of  the 
European  Courts.  She  was  a  great  favourite  of  Marie  Antoinette 
whofe  portrait  fhe  painted  twenty-five  times. 

MADNER.  A  miniature  painter  who  worked  during  the  time  of 
Louis  XVI. 

NATTIER  (JEAN  MARC).  1685-1766.  Son  and  pupil  of 
Marc  Nattier.  A  French  portrait  and  miniature  painter  at  the 
time  of  Louis  XIV,  and  vifited  many  of  the  European  Courts. 
He  won  the  firft  prize  of  the  Paris  Academy  at  the  age  of  fifteen, 
and  became  Member  of  the  Paris  Academy  in  1718. 

RENOU  (ANTOINE).  Born  in  Paris  in  1731.  A  pupil  of  Pierre 
and  Vien.  He  was  painter  at  the  Court  of  Staniflaus,  King  of 
Poland. 

ROUVIER.  A  French  miniature  painter  during  the  time  of 
Louis  XVI.  Exhibited  from  1779  to  1782. 

SEVIN  (PAUL  PIERRE).  Born  at Tournon  about  1650.  Settled 
at  Lyons,  where  he  became  a  painter  of  repute.  He  always  figned 
his  miniatures  “  P.  P.  Seuin.”  He  died  in  Rome. 

SICARDI  (LOUIS).  1746-1825.  Exhibited  at  the  Paris  Salon 
1791-1819.  Received  a  Member  of  the  Bordeaux  Academy 
in  1771.  In  1780  his  name  firfi:  appears  as  painting  the  King 
(Louis  XVI).  From  this  date  he  produced  more  miniatures  of  the 
Royal  Family  than  any  other  artift.  Hall  alone  can  be  compared 
with  him. 


THOMPSON  (E.  W.)  1770-1847.  He  lived  chiefly  in  Paris, 


where  he  enjoyed  a  good  pradlice,  but  he  alfo  exhibited  in  the 
Royal  Academy  between  1832  and  1839. 

VESTIER  (ANTOINE).  Born  at  Avallon.  1740-1824.  Became 
an  Academician  in  1789.  He  travelled  in  England  and  Holland, 
and  exhibited  in  Paris  between  1782  and  1806. 

VIGNON  (PHILIPPE).  1634-1701.  Born  in  Paris.  He  became 
Member  of  the  Academy  in  1667.  Some  of  his  portraits  are  in  the 
Mufeum  at  Verfailles. 

VILLIERS  (FRANCOIS  HUET).  Born  in  Paris.  1770-1813. 
He  exhibited  1799-1812.  During  the  Revolution  he  came  to 
England,  where  he  was  appointed  painter  to  the  Duchefs  of  York. 

ZEICHG.  A  miniature  painter  during  the  time  of  Louis  XVI. 
His  works  are  extremely  rare.

Being  appointed  in  1744  fuper- 
intendent  of  the  houfehold  to  Marie  Antoinette,  Queen  of  France, 
fhe  became  the  particular  favourite  of  that  unfortunate  Princefs. 
On  the  flight  of  Louis  XVI  and  his  family,  fhe  came  to  England; 
her  attachment,  however,  to  the  Queen  was  fo  great  that  fhe 
returned  to  France,  and  entered  the  prifon  of  the  Temple  with  her 
royal  friend.  She  was  arrefted,  tried,  and  finally  murdered, 
September,  1792.

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  French  Revolution  fhe  repaired  to 
England  to  fell  her  jewels  for  the  benefit  of  the  Royal  Family,  and 
on  her  return  to  France  in  the  following  year  was  arrefted,  and 
brought  before  the  Revolutionary  Tribunal,  on  the  charge  “  of 
being  a  confpirator,  and  having  worn  mourning  in  London  for  the 
death  of  the  tyrant.”  She  was  executed  on  6th  November,  1793.

They  were  in 
poor  circumftances  when  firft  introduced  to  the  notice  of  Marie 
Antoinette,  who  obtained  for  Monfieur  de  Polignac  the  poft  of  firft 
Equerry  to  the  King,  and  admitted  his  wife  to  her  intimate  friend- 
fhip  and  confidence,  appointing  her  later  “  Gouvernante  des  enfants 
de  France.”  Long  curly  hair  entwined  with  flowers,  and  wearing 
crimfon  bodice.

Born  at  Vienna  in  1755.  Married  to  the  Dauphin  Louis  in 
her  fifteenth  year  in  1770.  Four  years  later  fhe  became  Queen 
of  France  on  the  death  of  Louis  XV.  On  10th  Augufl,  1792,  fhe 
was  imprifoned  in  the  Temple  with  her  hufband,  and  there  took 
leave  of  him  on  the  morning  of  his  execution,  21ft  January,  1793. 

She  was  tried  on  the  14th  Odfober  in  the  fame  year,  and 
met  her  fate  on  1 6th  Odfober,  with  the  fame  courage  which  fhe 
difplayed  through  the  fearful  fcenes  of  the  Revolution.
